summer, 
indicating 
there will be “not quite as good” 
deer hunting this coming season, 
he said. 
Bird hunters will

to

year, Eldred believes. 
The Grouse Cycle 
The number of grouse 
is

creasing— last year was good, this 
year will be better. Sharptails are 
making “a real comeback.”

Following a cycle pattern of in­ 
crease and decline, first reported

Cause of the cycle is not known, 
but may be attributed in part to 
nature’s “balance,” Eldred 
said. 
When man interferes

HE steady increase in electric consump­ 
tion in Escanaba has created many 
problems in providing a trouble-free elec­ 
tric distribution system.

needs by making improvements to the sys­ 
tem before breakdowns develop. 
The recent installation of a temporary 
eub-station in the southwest section of the 
city is a case in point. The installation re­ 
moved about 500 kw from the load on the 
main station and makes possible

Although the present in­ 
stallation ic temporary, it will meet the 
needs for several years and until a per­ 
m anent sub-station can be erected to serve 
that area.

Fighting Men In Korea 
Vitally Need Blood 
M 
ANY things have been said about the 
war in Korea. A useless w ar, a waste 
of lives and money, some called it. To men 
who see it as the product of adm inistra­ 
tion blunder, it has been “T rum an's w ar 
On the other side, statesmen around the 
world have hailed it as the first real band­ 
ing together of free nations to quell ag­ 
gression at its onset. Many find it an effec­ 
tive warning to Russia not to venture forth 
on larger missions of conquest. 
B ut however you look at it, one thing is 
plain: Men die in this w ar just as in any 
other. Most of these deaths are unavoid­ 
able; they are the price of violent conflict. 
A ll of us have the responsibility of seeing 
that none is needless. 
What have w e to do with death on the 
battlefield? 
N inety-eight 
out 
of 
every 
IOO 
men 
wounded in Korea are saved. Most of them 
are kept alive because they get blood plas­ 
ma at the front lines and then whole blood 
at rear hospitals. Never before in the his­ 
tory of American w ars 
have 
so 
many 
wounded been saved. 
But to perform this miracle of mercy 
has required a most extravagant use of 
blood supplies. 
And at this m om ent re­ 
serves available to the arm ed forces are 
virtually exhausted. 
Worse still, donations are lagging far be­ 
hind m inim um needs. In Ju n e they were 
only 50.000 pints, in July 36,000. If we do 
not sw iftly m ake up the tragic lack, the 
tim e soon will come w hen men will die on 
the battlefield for w ant of blood that could 
■ave th^m. 
' 
Former Defense Secretary M arshall ap­ 
peals to us to begin building up the na­ 
tion's blood bank without a second s delay. 
To meet the needs of the armed forces be­ 
tw een now and next June, a quota of 300,- 
000 pints a month will be required. 
And even if that pace is attained, dona­ 
tions will have to- continue on a similar 
■cale for a long time thereafter. 
In his appeal to the nation. M arshall said 
w e must never again “ be in the position of 
having our available supplies 
of 
whole 
blood and plasma completely exhausted.”

Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON—The U. S. government 
last week was on the verge 
of 
loaning 
$46,000,000 of the taxpayers’ money to the 
Harvey Machine company to set it up in 
business as a bigtime aluminum producer. 
Suddenly alert Secretary of the Interior 
Oscar Chapman raised a red flag. He sent 
hasty letters to Stuart Symington of the 
RFC and Manly Fleischmann, head of de­ 
fense production, withdraw ing his okay of 
the $46,000,000 until he could examine 
certain new facts. 
Inside reason for the red flag was a mass 
of evidence which this column placed on 
Chapm an’s desk. The Harvey Machine Co. 
had been suspected of sabotage on war 
contracts in 1943 and recommended by the 
navy to the justice departm ent for prose­ 
cution. 
The justice department never prosecut­ 
ed, on the grounds of “inability to prove to 
a jury that the navy departm ent was seri­ 
ously injured.” However, these and other 
facts in the long and secret record of the 
Harvey Machine Co. more than justified 
Secretary Chapm an’s hasty 
stop 
order 
against one of the 
biggest 
government 
loans of the present era. 
W hat will amaze the tax-payers is that 
government investigators, who presum ­ 
ably can read the newspapers and knew 
of the proposed $46,000,000 to Harvey, did 
not turn over their files to other branches 
of the government. Ifs also amazing that 
some system hasn’t been set up inside the 
government whereby different 
bureaus 
can compare notes regarding prospective 
recipients of loans and w ar contracts. 
If such a system existed, here are the 
facts they would have found without hav­ 
ing a private newspaperman dig them out: 


s t r a n g e ' t e s t i n g - g a u g e 
In early 1943, M. M. Suddock, a thread- 
grinder operator working for the Harvey 
company which was then making navy 
shells, reported to navy inspectors that he 
had been instructed to make an off-size 
testing gauge for 20 mm. shells. 
He con­ 
sulted other thread-grinders 
and 
they 
agreed that the size of the thread was un­ 
usual. 


In a sworn deposition to the navy de­ 
partment, Suddock said: 
“My only idea why such a gauge should 
be cut is that the plant might have some 
oversized projectiles that they wanted to 
slip past inspection.” 
Suddock made this report through En­ 
sign V. G. Crabtree, a resident navy in­ 
vestigator, and on the strength of this, the 
navy launched a thorough 
probe 
both 
through its own agents and through FBI 
Agent K. A. Vosburgh. 
This disclosed a 
number of irregularities. Finally in May 
1943 the records were turned over to James 
E. Harrington, chief of the justice depart­ 
ment s w ar frauds section, with the recom­ 
mendation that the 
Harvey company be 
prosecuted for violation of the sabotage 
laws. 
About 300 pages are In government files 
regarding this investigation, which could 
easily have been turned over to the inter­ 
ior departm ent and the RFC. 
The 
probe 
centered around Herbert 
Harvey, brother of Leo Harvey, president 
of the firm. 
The navy report, signed by 
Ensign V. G. Crabtree and Commander J. 
C. Arnold, states: “He lied in every de­ 
fense he put up. He was evasive, and de

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC 
A teacher friend of mine told me that 
he was very much shocked the other day 
when one of his students informed 
him 
that he had just purchased twTo peasants. 
He told me also the relief he felt w’hen the 
boy described them as being exceptionally 
brilliant in color, and as having unusually 
long and gracefully plumed tails. 
The 
boy 
w'as, of course, referring to 
“pheasants." 
Peasant 
and 
pheasant are frequently 
confused: but they shouldn’t be. The word 
peasant is not used in America except in 
designating European peasants, or farm ­ 
ers. 
Pheasant designates a brilliantly plum ­ 
ed, long-tailed bird. 
Be sure to distinguish between the two 
w’ords. Peasant is pronounced: PEZZ-'nt 
Pheasant is pronounced: FEZZ-’nt. 
Biography is pronounced: 
by-OG-ruh- 
fee. The pronunciation “bee-O G -ruh-fee” 
has some sanction as a second choice, but 
it is obsolescent in American usage. 
All the words derived from the Greek 
combining form bio-, “life,” should have 
the long “i” sound in the first 
syllable, 
thus: biology: by-OLL-uh-jee; biotic: by- 
OTT-ik; bioscope: BY-uh-scope; 
biogen­ 
etic: BY-uh-jen-ET T’ik, etc. 
Affluent, “abundant: copious: plentiful,” 
should be accented on the 
first 
syllable 
only: “AFF-floo-'nt. There is no sanction 
at all for the second-syllable accent, 
so 
avoid it. 
Heard on a fashion commentation: “ And 
hei on-SOM w as completed b\ a diamond 
tub -RAH-ruh.” 
The first mispronounced word is ensem­ 
ble. Please, radio people and fashion ex ­ 
perts! You are not s poutin g French when 
you say "on-SOM ”! It isn t French: it isn’t 
English; it isn t anything except entirely 
wrong. The correct English pronunciation 
is: ahn-SA HM -b’l. 
The other pronouncing error was “tuh- 
RAH-ruh ” The jeweled coronet worn by 
women is spelled t-i-a-r-a, and

State Treasury Pays 
Ovtr Ont-Third Of 
County Kxptnditurts 


LANSING —(/Pl — Th* 
state 
treasury contributed 
more than 
one-third of the county govern­ 
ment revenues in Michigan 
last 
year, Auditor General John B. 
Martin, jr., reported today. 
In an analysis of Ms annual 
audits of county finances, Martin 
said that vt Wayne county were 
left out of the compilation, the 
outstate counties got 40 per cent 
of their revenue from the state. In 
29 counties, the state sent kl more 
than 50 per cent of all income. 
In 35 counties, more than half 
of toe county costs were for high 
ways while in 17 counties more 
than 40 per cent went for health, 
welfare and medical assistance. 
Martin reported that property 
ta* collections fen the counties 
averaged 94.28 per cent, topped 
by a high of 96.84 in Iron county. 
But 65 counties had less success 
collecting the property tax in 1950 
than they did the year before. 
Martin said the counties’ bond­ 
ed debt averaged 
61 
cents 
per 
capita, or about 37 cents per thou­ 
sand dollars of equalized valua­ 
tion. County bonded debt 
fell 
from $4,112,138 in the preceding 
year to $3,912,675 in 1950.

WASHINGTON - l / P i - T h e 
Senate today joined the House in 
overriding 
President 
Trum an’s 
veto of a bill increasing the pen­ 
sions of veterans disabled in civil 
life. The vote was 69 to 9. 
The action writes the measure 
into law despite Mr. Trum an’s ob­ 
jections. 
In his veto message of Aug. 6, 
Mr. Truman estimated the 
bill 
would cost the government about 
$16,700,000 the first year and by 
the end of the century, as veter­ 
ans advanced in age, would cost 
about $400,000,000 a year. Veter­ 
ans with non-service disabilities 
now get pensions 
ranging 
from 
$60 to $72 a month. The bill Mr. 
Truman vetoed would raise this 
to $120 a month. 
The bill would not affect pen­ 
sions of veterans whose disabil­ 
ity resulted from military service. 
It would apply to a few veterans 
of the Spanish-American war and 
to veterans of daoth world wars 
and the present conflict in Korea.
